CITIZENS TO BE HEARD

Mayor Maio opened the meeting to the public afidvising attendees that there is a five (5)
minute time limit for each speaker.

Owen Newson, 8 Kelly Place, stated that he wantedilé a complaint about dumping on
Borough property that he has observed. The furmacel trail, which is located behind the
firehouse and the tannery, contains several itdras dre blocking the trail and seem to have
been placed there on purpose. There is a cemaet,man old metal fire escape, a boat, a bench
and other items. There is also a no trespassog @ the Borough property. Mr. Newson
stated he is aware that the Borough recently sed/élye property and official markers were put
in place. Mr. Newson stated that he is speaking gsivate citizen and not on behalf of the
Environmental Commission, of which he is a member.

Mr. Stein, Borough Attorney, stated that he and Adstrator McNeilly have reviewed the
survey and a letter is being prepared to send thealproperty owners who own land that abuts
the Borough property. The letter will address g@wmgsible physical encroachments, such as
structures, but will also include any personal proygp Mayor Maio asked when the letters will
be sent. Mayor Maio was under the impressionttiatetters had already been sent. Mr. Stein
stated that he just received the survey and theréeshould be ready early next week. Mr. Stein
stated that Arlene Fisher, Zoning and Code Enfoergn®fficial, should inspect the trail site.
This may be a property maintenance issue. Mayao Mtated that the Borough should remove
the no trespassing sign. Mr. Stein stated therletill give the property owners fourteen days to
remove the encroachments from the Borough propeltgms such as gardens may not be an
issue at this point in time but the letter willonfn the property owners that at a point in the
future the Borough may need the items removed. dviaio thanked Mr. Newson for bringing
this issue to the Governing Body’s attention.

Public Safety — Councilwomen Kuncken/Thistleton

(Police, Fire, Ambulance, Court & Violations Bure&mergency Management)

Councilwoman Kuncken reported that the Police Dipant reported 348 incidents for the
month of July.

Councilwoman Kuncken reported that the Stanhope Wamze Squad reported 58 in town calls;
22 calls in Stanhope, 34 calls in Netcong, 2 stgadind 1 out of town mutual aid call in
Roxbury. The squad treated a total of 31 patiemtagde 31 trips to the hospital, had one
helicopter flight, 843 miles were travelled andytiad 197 hours 44 minutes of volunteer time.

Councilwoman Kuncken stated a report was not receirom the Sussex County Fire Marshal.

Councilwoman Kuncken reported the Stanhope FireaDapent report for the month of July
lists 13 calls, 164 % hours of man time, 2 mutidicalls totaling 27 hours and 4 drills including
the bucket drop.

Finance & Administration — Councilman Benson/Coungioman Kuncken

Councilman Benson reported the tax collectionsughoJuly 3% total $6,080,980 compared to
$5,545,887, roughly half a million dollars more rihhe corresponding period last year. The
total levy has increased approximately $300,00énftast year but collections on a percentage
basis are still running well. The first quartersi¥.6% versus the second quarter at 96.2%.

Councilman Benson stated the water collection rétghe month of July have increased by
approximately $9,000 compared to last year. Timsrare $33,000 compared to $24,800 last
year. The year to date amount is $301,000 comgarkt year’s total of $297,000 last year.

Councilman Benson stated the sewer collection r@mt$olding up well. The total for July was
$49,800 compared to last year’s total of $38,308e year to date figure is $465,000 compared
to $485,000 last year. The change in the ratekdsn in the figures.

Mayor Maio asked why the sewer rents have decrdag&20,000 but the water rents have only
increased by $4,000. Councilman Benson statede tistiould be a tighter correlation.

The
meter chamber has been installed. The pipe isgbtsted. All that remains is the site
restoration. The connection will remain closedilutite water tower is back in operation.
Councilwoman Thistleton questioned the safety ef nbicks which are stacked. Administrator
McNeilly stated that the rocks are secure.

Water Main — Sparta Road to Canfield Streeddministrator McNeilly reported the water main
is installed from Sparta Road to Canfield StreBACT will begin the house connections this
week. The road will be closed down to one lanelevthie work is being done. Mayor Maio
asked where PACT will move to next. AdministratécNeilly stated that PACT will then move
over to Lloyd Avenue to install the rest of the aratnain. Councilwoman Zdichocki asked how
long the connections will take. Administrator MéNestated the connections should be done
this week.

Water Tower Rehabilitatior Administrator McNeilly reported the inside ofethower is now
sandblasted and the primer coat has been applié@. top of the tank has also been primed.
Work is continuing down the structure.

Engineering, regarding possible projects for FY20I3T Local Aid Grants. Mr. Keller will be
present at the Septembdt @/ork Session Meeting to discuss the possible ptaje

Road Surface- Administrator McNeilly stated that the road sud for Sagamore Road and
Spencer Street has not met the Borough's expecgatidddministrator McNeilly stated that he
and Bill Storms, DPW Superintendent, have looked different options. One option would be
to use the same material that was used originaljowever, that may result in the same
problems. Another option would be to use a largfene. Administrator McNeilly passed
photographs to the Governing Body showing the difie materials available. Mayor Maio and
Councilwoman Kuncken stated their concern is thenestwill pull up on the cul-de-sac.
Councilman Benson asked if tack is put down. MeirSreplied that water based glue is used.
Oil is not allowed to be used. Mayor Maio askegaft of the problem last time was that the
road was vacuumed too soon. Mayor Maio is of ghieion that loose stone will be an issue for
the residents.

Councilwoman Zdichocki asked if a mix of the twmrsts could be used. Administrator
McNeilly stated that there is a micro pave optidinis a paved surface which is much denser and
has more sand in it. The Governing Body agreetttiesurface looked more like pavement.
Administrator McNeilly is of the opinion that Sagare Road, Spencer Street and the cul-de-sac
should be resurfaced. Administrator McNeilly sthtieat the County and the State are using this
product. The rough estimate on the glue and si®$&12,000. The rough estimate from the
micro surface vendor that has the State contreg&18s000. Mayor Maio asked if there are funds
included in the current construction. AdministratddcNeilly replied there is money in the
budget for resurfacing. Councilman Thornton asKethe entire length of Sagamore Road
would be resurfaced. Mayor Maio stated that tlelrnwvas redone three years ago and there are
other areas of the Borough which need to be adeles€ouncilwoman Zdichocki asked what
the longevity is of the micro surface. AdministraMcNeilly stated the product is comparable
to the stone. Much discussion took place regardieg condition of Sagamore Road. The
Governing Body agreed to discuss the issue fumthidgr the Borough Engineer. Councilman
Thornton stated there were other roads that weserfeeced at the same time with the same
product that did not have any problems. Mayor Maanfirmed this and stated that the
application process may have been part of the enobl Mayor Maio stated this topic will be
tabled for the next meeting.

Mayor Maio asked Administrator McNeilly when therloing will be completed at Wells #3 and
#4 and stated the fire hydrant located near thesteyis still covered. Administrator McNeilly

stated that the fire hydrant is functional butusging a special collar. The curbing is listed on
the punch list for completion.

COUNCIL DISCUSSION

Community Garden Mayor Maio stated that she, Administrator McilNednd Council President
Kuncken met with the grant writers in anticipatiohwhat will be available in the future. The
potential for a community garden was brought uprduthat meeting. Apparently there are
funds available for this purpose. Mayor Maio stateat she and Administrator McNeilly visited
a garden in Mount Olive that is run by the Land §swancy. Mayor Maio stated there is an
area of grass located on Musconetcong Avenue battireepark and the old DPW building that
could be utilized. The area would accommodate@pprately 15 plots. The grants are coming
due in November. The site on Musconetcong has pgu&kvailable, water is onsite and there is a
bathroom facility. Mayor Maio stated that the coomty garden in Mount Olive has become a
social gathering place. Councilwoman Kuncken dt#it@at extra food can be donated to a food
pantry. Mayor Maio asked the Governing Body ifrthés an interest in pursuing the grant for
the community garden. The Governing Body agreedntwve forward. Fencing would be
installed to keep the deer and rabbits out of drelen. Administrator McNeilly stated he will
contact Ed from Millennium Strategies.
